$4.4 billion appropriated by Congress for education 
aid. 

Elliot T. Richardson, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, announced his department 
will allocate the entire $453 million increase voted by 
Congress in excess of the President’s budget request 
for education

LOS ANGELES (AP) Democrat Jess Unruh 
Thursdayrepeatedly accused Republican Gov. Reagan 
of handing the oil industry “a $100 million 
give-away” by signing 1967 legislation despite the 
veto recommendations of his own staff. 

Reagan promptly labeled the statements “phony” 
and said the bill, authored by a Democrat, would not 
have drawn 45 votes in passing the Assembly if 
Unruh, then speaker, had wanted to kill it

Free spirits have gathered in this small house to celebrate the poet 
birthday. They hold the Master in high regard and hope to please hi 
with their gifts 

Near the siove, sitting on the floor, is the Traveler. He has no gift. The 
Traveler is newly arrived in Canada, having crossed the border in hop 
of leaving behind his shadow. (A shadow that followed him for years, 
continual reminder of a lifetime spent in repression, frustration and 
conformity.) Slipping across the line had been easy. The shadow had 
stayed behind. 

karlier this evening the Traveler had told the story of his journey and 
the lost shadow. He found a willing audience among those who had als 
left something behind in the ball parks of the “old country.’ The story 
was carefully spun, but the conversation eventually turned to tha 
modern modes in fiction writing. The Traveler slumped to the floomg 
with nothing more to say. He was content to remain an observer 

The observer was being observed. A large, attractive woman fixed he 
eyes on the Traveler and made her way towards him through th 
crowded kitchen. She was standing directly over him before he notice 
her 

“Helio,” the lady said 

The Traveler looked up at the broad shoulders 

“Hi,” he answered. The lady sat down in the space between the 
Traveler and the stove 

“You're from the United States, aren’t you?” she asked. The Travele 
looked over his shoulder for the shadow, half expecting to see it 
Standing there with a placecard reading “Made in USA.” 

The lady answered the question marks in his eyes. “It’s your red, 
white and blue pants...” she said, pointing at the Traveler’s trousers 
“No one but a bloody Yankee would wear red, white and blue pants.” 

The Traveler was a little embarrassed by his patriotic, Freudian-slip 
“Well | bought them here.”’ (Defense mechanisms are working.) 

“Yes, sure,” muttered the lady, no longer interested in the Traveler's 
pants. “Of course there won't be any bourgeois parties like this after 
the Revolution.” 

In the Traveler’s mind a tape reels off. The Last Poets—three young 
men from Harlem~ are chanting 

“Time is running out on bullshit changes, 

Running out like a bushfire in a dry forest 

Running out like big niggers run on a football field 

Run nigger! Screwin’ your woman! 

Run nigger! Whippin’ your ass! 

Run nigger! Stealin’ your culture! 

Run nigger! Takin’ your life! 

Run nigger! Killin’ your children!”

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State college senate 
has no backbone 


When a generally representative body fails to take concerted action 
against restrictions placed upon those it represents, then it is no longer 
a representative body 

For reasons such as the protection of individual rights, whether they 
be civil in nature or deal with the rights of employees, unions and 
collective organizatiions have been formed to safeguard these rights 
But because of the political realities of the times, representative bodies 
usually are under continuous pressure from forces within the structure 
in which their jurisdiction lies. Because of this pressure, examples of 
compromise and acquiescence abound. 

A case in point is the recent resolution adopted by the statewide 
Academic Senate which represents the 13,500 member faculty of the 
state college system. The resolution deals with the newly-passed faculty 
grievance procedures approved by the Board of Trustees at the request 
of Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke 

Many people, especially faculty, have objections to the new code. As 
the United Professors of California, a faculty union, say, “The enabling 
resolutions approved by the trustees at the Sept. 23 meeting state that 
‘the Chancellor shall prescribe, and may from time to time revise’ 
grievance procedures. . for academic personnel of the California State 
Colleges. This unprecedented grant of power to the Chancellor by the 
Trustees means that any time the Chancellor uncovers some aspect of 
the procedures that interferes with his campaign to rid the State College 
campuses of those he considers objectionable, he need simply revise the 
procedures. .... * 

With a blatant threat to their employment facing them, surely some 
positive action can be taken by the statewide Academic Senate to 
register their disagreement with the new grievance procedures. But 
because of fear of political reprisals, they came up with a spineless 
resolution leaving it up to the individual professors whether to refuse to 
serve under the new faculty grievance procedures. 

Clearly the statewide Academic Senate is representative of the feelings 
of its faculty members in name only and has no real backbone to speak 
of. Once you run scared, you always run scared. Maybe that’s the 
reason for the plight of higher education in California. 


YES on Prop. 18 


Knowing that voters more often vote their wallet rather than their 
brains, opponents of Propostion 18, the measure which would help 
curb smog while at the same time provide badly needed public 
transportation in California by releasing only 25 per cent of gasoline 
tax revenue, have urged a no vote on Nov. 3, warning that tax increases 
would follow passage of the proposition. As the Sacramento Bee 
pointed out in a recent editorial, this is simply untrue. “It only would 
open the doors for a wiser use of some of the taxes already being 
levied,” reported the Bee. 

Other opponents have argued that the highway system is already 
behind schedule and should not be placed further behind by tampering 
with the gasoline tax revenue. How can a project be hehind if it is 
financed entirely on a pay-as-you-go basis, wherein highway taxes are 
derived from a portion of gasoline sales? If fewer people buy gasoline it 
is only logical they are traveling fewer miles, hence fewer miles of new 
highways are needed. 

Legislators, keenly aware of the powerful, monied highway and 
cement lobbies in the Capitol, have placed this important proposition 
near the end of the list of propositions, thereby almost automatically 
dealing a death blow to this badly needed legislation. . 

It is the duty of concerned citizens to override these obstacles and vote 
YES on Proposition 18.

Theatre does ‘Its Own Thing 


At last, the hammering, sawing, 
concrete pouring and pile driving 


are at an end and Sacramento

Unruh - the ‘hard sell 


for the mounting smog in 
California and accredited this to 
“the fact that Standard Oil 1s 
among his (Reagan’s) biggest 
contributors. Day after day, in 
southern California, the Standard 
Oil refinery in El Segundo fuses 
out poisonous fumes. They've had 
31 criminal convictions, violations 
of the anti-smog law and yet this

Standard Oil or anybody else,” 
should be put in jail “just like any 
other criminal would.” 

Probably the biggest issue of the 
campaign that Unruh has 
repeatedly attacked Reagan on Is 
the governor’s tax reform, which 
Unruh termed “the rich man’s 
bill.” The Democrat declared that 
he has shown how, “if you're a 
renter, and if you make $8000 a 
year or less, you're going to have 
to kick in $25 a year in order to 
make up for Henry Salvatori’s 
relief fund. 

“Henry Salvatori just happens to 
own a $750,000 home in Bel Air, 
up behind high brick walls and 
high iron gates. He doesn’t need 
tax relief but he’s the one who is 
going to get it uder this (the 
current) administration and again 
because he is a principal 


_ contributor to Ronald Reagan’s 


campaign.” 

In September of this year, Unruh 
confronted Salvatori at the gates 
of his home where the two men 
held what many have termed the 
first ‘‘on-the-street” political 
debate. Such tactics have been 
characteristic of Unruh’s 
campaign since he declare his 
candidacy last year. Unruh vowed 
that he would chase Reagan into 
“every nook and cranny” to prove 
that he is serving “special interest 
groups” and, though he cannot 
speculate yet on the actual success

of such tactics, feels that it 1s an 


effective way of meeting the 
issues 
Commenting on law 


enforcement, Unruh said that “we 
are going to have to pay for our 
law enforcement if we really want 
it.’ In a circular printed by his 
supporters, Unruh went on record 
to say that “the best deterrent to 
crime is the cop on the beat. We 
must have better law enforcement 
and police protection - it means 
support for increased pay, better 
equipment, better training and 
recruitment at the local level.” 

Aithough Unruh did not 
comment on the issue of campus 
unrest and violence in California, 
he previously stated at a UCLA 
appearance that, if elected, he 
would take ‘“‘strong action” 
against the militant leftists 
involved in campus 
demonstrations. Unruh added 
further that “the violence and 
disorder on and around campuses 
must be stopped by firm and 
decisive law enforcement” and 
that “those guilty of violence 
must be expelled.”
